cert in the Malecon, when a group of 
Mexicans, among them a young Mezxi- 
can, Pedro Guerrero, passed the Diaz 
party. 

Diaz is said to have made some un- 
pleasant remarks about the followers 
of .Carranza, whereupon Guerrero 
went to the sea wall, where other 
Mexicans were seated, and informed 
them of Diaz’ alleged insult. 

The entire group came back to 
where Diaz and his friends were con- 
and hot words were ex- 
changed. Guerrero sprang at Diaz 
with a knife, wounding him. The two 
struggled for a moment together, when 
a policeman seized Guerrero by the 
shoulders.

Diaz was taken to a hospital, but it 
was found his wounds were superfi- 
cial. Guerrero is seriously wounded.

Provisions Voted Into Bill. 

The committee today voted into the 
bill the following affirmative  pro- 
Visions: 

That the regional banks to adminis- 
ter the new currency scneme be cap- 
italized public subscription, the 
stock not taken by the publig to be 
taken up by the member bank's of the 
system, 

That each

regional bank be con- 
trolled by nine directors, five to be 
hamed by the government through 
the federal reserve board and four to 
be chosen by the member banks. 

That the new currency to be issued 
be treasury notes, obligations of the 
United States, loaned to the banks, 
and not bank notes guaranteed by the 
government. This sustains theesad- 
ministration bill as it passed the 
house. . 

That the new notes bé@ redeemable 
in “gold” by the regional bank and 
the treausry, and not in “gold and 
lawful money” as provided by the aa- 
ministratiqn bill. 

Split the Democratic Side. 


With the exception. of the proposal 
to indorse the administration provision 
making the currency government notes, 
each amendment today split the demo- 
cratic side of the committee.

AT INDIANAPOLIS 


Entire Nationa! 
Guard on Duty as Result of 
Street Car Strike — Over 
2,000 Soldiers in the City.

Indiana’s 


Indianapolis, Ind., November 6.—Indi- 
anas entire national guard, consisting 
of more than 2,000 sosdiers, are camped 
in different parts of Indianapolis to- 
night ready for duty in connection with 
strike of employees of the Indianapolis 
Traction and Termina! company. Spe- 
Cial trains brought the troops under 
hurried orders, and they were detrain- 
ed in the suburbs, virtually surround- 
ing the town. Great secrecy was main- 
tained as to the movement and arrival 
of the militia and few citizens knew 
that the troops had been called out un- 
til late today. 

The trains bringing the soldiers were 
stopped outside of Indlanapolis by of- 
ficers of the national! guard and given 
directions. All companies were held 
when they arrived until they were of 
such number that it was deemed safe 
to bring them into the citv. This was 
done to prevent any clash with the 
Strikers, who, after learning the troops 
had been called out, were on the down- 
town streets in large numbers. The 
troops will not begin aquty until early 
tomorrow marning. 

Whether the street cars are to 
manned by soldiers, 
would not say tonight. Martial law 
had not been declared early tonight, 
but such a proclamation is expected to 
be issued from the gywernor's office 
before morning. 


Women Appeal to Governor. 


Late this afternoon nearly three hun- 
dred women, members of the Garment 
Workers’ union, rushed across the state 
house lawn, into the capitol and to the 
eovernor’s office, where they demand- 
ed that Governor Rasston force arbi- 
tration in the street car strike and call 
& Special session of the state legisla- 
ture, Many of the women were hys- 
terical, and Mrs. Ednx Davis, president 
of the union, declared: “We are will- 
ing to take up arms and help win this 
strike!” 

Governor talston, answering the 
women, asserted that he had no author- 
ity to force arbitration, but that he had 
taken an oath as governor of Indiana 
to support the constitution and to en- 
force the law. He saia he was in sym- 
pathy with the union men, but could 
not allow a conditiun of lawlessness 
to exist, and it was his sowrn duty to 
protect life and property.

These 
strings of lamps, besides having to be moved 
at frequent intervals to accommodgte the 
varying level of the shifting sands,Are rap- 
idly eaten away by the etching/action of 
the desert winds. Thus far no femedy has 
been discovered for this destructor except

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FOR DICKEY-BIRD. 


So many bird and pet lovers have sent 
me post card requests for directions for 
feeding and caring for pet canaries that 
I shall give the recipe 
for “saffron cake” here, 
and to those who sent a 
stamped envelope I will 
send personal replies. 

Saffron Cake—This is 
for birds who have lost 
their beautiful yellow 
plumage as well as their 
song. It may also be 
fed to spiritless or 
drooping birds and to 
nestlings. It will re- 
store the yellow color 
to the plumage and is an 
excellent tonic. One 
cup of flour, three ta- 
blespoons of sugar, two 
fresh laid eggs and an 
ounce of saffron leaves. 
Mix the saffron with a 
cup of boiling water 
and let it steep over 
night. Strain the liquid 
from the saffron and mix 
it with the above ingredients. Spread in a 
thin layer and bake until hard in a slow 
oven. This will keep for years and a bit 
should be kept in the cage continuously. 

German Paste Song Restorer is made from 
rape seed and this recipe is from my little 
book on Care of Canaries. I had it from a 
bird importer and have found it invaluable. 
Buy a few ounces of genuine rape seed and 
brulse them in a bowl or mortar; fan away 
the husks. Add an equal amount of stale 
white bread crumb and work these two in- 
gredients into a paste with a pestle or the 
hands. Dry this ip the oven and when hard 
crumble it up and keep in a tight canister. 
When the canary seems to need a change 
of diet mix a teaspoon of this with a fourth 
of a hard boiled egg, a sprinkle of paprika 
and a pinch of sugar. Add just enough 
water to moisten it. This is excellent food 
for nestlings and is fine for old birds. To 
those correspondents who complain that their 
birds throw their seed out of their cups I 
would suggest that some other brand of seed 
be purchased. Turnip seed is often used 
in the place of rape by unscrupulous packers 
and again seeds are too hard for the young 
birds to break. I have often seen birds with 
bills split or cracked from hard seed. 

Feather pulling can be cured by a change 
of location or by the introduction of a bit 
of twine or anything that will attract the 
bird’s attention. 

Lice will not trouble birds that are kept 
in clean cages, but if this parasite has at- 
tacked your pet hang a little bag of sulphur 
in the cage and ‘place a piece of cotton at the 
end of each perch. The insects will crawl 
into the cotton and may be burned. At night 
a white cloth should be spread over the cage 
and in the morning removed and examined. 
If there are lice on it scald with boiling 
water. It requires about two weeks of _ this 
treatment to remove the pests and the cage 
must be frequently scalded and the bird be 
allowed to bathe every day. 

If you are as good to your bird as you 
ought to be, they will exhibit their confidence 
in your sympathy and make their wants 
known in a very charming manner. I have 
a little lady bird who wants to make a nest 
now, against our better judgment, and when 
anyone comes within her reach she pulls 
their hair to show what she wants.

DID NAPOLEON MEAN TO INVADE. ENGLAND? 


- 


In following the military career of Napo- 
leon, with his implied intention of not stop- 
ping until he had conquered Europe, the 
question naturally enters the mind as to 
why he did not carry his campaign into 
England and conquer that country—if such 
a thing would have been possible—and put 
that nation out of the game of war. This 
would have saved France the humiliation 
of surrendering. to her greatest foe, the 
English. Did Napoleon have a scheme to 
invade England, which he never carried out, 
or was it merely a feint? 

Nearly a thousand letters of the em- 
peror and his ministers would leave little 
doubt on the subject that such a serious 
enterprise was pursued by Napoleon and 
his marshals during several years with gen- 
uine passion. There is no reason to be- 
lieve these letters were meant for publica- 
tion or to throw dust in the eyes of dupes 
in London and Paris. They are confiden- 
tial letters and are full of the most minute 
directions for the armament and organiza- 
tion of troops, the purchase of material, the 
construction of transports and fighting ves- 
sels, and the movements of fleets. 

There are a few historians, who attempt 
to discover a mystery at any cost, prho 
would try to make it appear that Napoleon 
went through all this toil for no other pur- 
pose than to frighten England and mislead 
Austria as to the use he meant to make of 
his army. 

English naval officers who are convinced 
of the physical impossibility of success, and 
clear-minded politicians who realize the aw- 
ful risks, have from the first doubted 
whether so great a military conqueror as 
Napoleon could have meant to launch on 
what they are persuaded would have been 
& rulnous adventure. Admirals Colomb and 
Sir R. Vesey Hamilton, of the British navy, 
have, in recent years, spoken for the sea 
officers and have both shown themselves 
extremely reluctant to believe that the 
scheme of invasion was more than a mere 
scarecrow.

Napoleon. He himself is among those who 
think that the endless bustle of prepara- 
tions at Boulogne and the elaborate plot 
for conveying a Strong naval force into

cover the formation of an army to be used 
against Austria. 

Sloane states that Napoleon at various 
times asserted that he never meant to carry 
out the invasion. But Napoleon, it is pointed 
out by a writer on the subject, was “so 
constant a liar in word and deed that his 
assertions, or his silence where a truthful 
man would have spoken, are alike worthless 
as evidence when taken by themselves.” 

Miot de Melito, in his memoirs, says that 
everybody did believe that Napoleon intend- 
ed to invade England. Metternich was one 
of those, however, who never thought Napo- 
leon capable of endeavoring to cross the 
channel, and it is said that in 1810,. when 
he was in Paris after the Austrian mar- 
riage, he told the emperor, while they were 
driving together, that this had always been 
his view, and Napoleon assured him he was 
right. 

To this, however, {t has to be answered 
that one of the elements of Metternich’s 
strength was a serene trust in his own in- 
fallible insight, and that Napoleon, was a 
master in the art of flattery, when he chose. 
“Ah. M. de Metternich, it is vain to try to 
deceive you,” Was the delicate thing to say 
in one form of words or another. since it 
suited the purpose in hand to please the 
confidential minister of his father-in-law. 

But if Napoleon told the truth to the 
Austrian, how are hig pertinacious efforts 
to be accounted for to bring a fleet togeth- 
er in the channel, where it could not have 
escaped England's blows, if he did not look 
to it to give him command of the water. 

The evidence for or against the sincerity 
of Napoleon's intention to invade England, 
if he could, must be sought in his confi- 
dential letters to his officers, or ministers, 
and in the complete series of his actions. 
David Hanney, writing on the subject in 
1902, says “For my part, though quite 
unable to share the adoration for Napo- 
lean’s genius professed by many, I find it 
impossible to believe that he prepared the 
flotilla in wanton waste, meaning it to be 
a scarecrow and nothing else. That he said 
he did to Metternich is very intelligible. The 
scheme had failed, and it was his constant 
practice to falsify facts, or papers in order 
to conceal his mistakes.” Whether or not 
Napoleon contemplated such an invasion is 
a matter of personal opinion among those 
who have studied the correspondence and 
dissected the character of the great French 
general.

Sir Walter Raleigh is the world’s great- 
est example of what can be accomplished 
by politeness. Born in 1552 in a peculiarly 
unhealthy time, owing to the general hostili- 
ty prevailing, he eked out a precarious liv- 


ing by fighting and discovering. until about 
1608, when he returned from America with 
the price of a few weeks’ board and lodg- 
ing in his pockets, and while walking on 
the palace grounds discovered Queen Eliz- 
abeth hesitating before a muddy spot where 
the lawn sprinkler had flooded the vicinity. 

Sir Walter had only one mantle and 
owed his tailor for that, but he did not hes!i- 
tate. Hastily removing it he laid it on the 
mud and begged the queen to walk over it. 
She did so and while Walter hastened to 
the cleaners through the alleys the queen 
went back to her palace and appointed him 
gentleman—in waiting, discoverer extraordi- 
nary, imperial poundmaster, second assistant 
postmaster-general and congressman from 
seven districts. She also sent him a new 
suit of clothes. 

Sir Walter Raleigh was now a made man, 
but he did not bask in society and spend 
his time idly driving his racing car over 
the common people. He continued to explore 
and discover with great zeal and soon be- 
came so well acquainted with America that 
he would find the site of New York city in 
a few months from any given point without 
a guide. He colonized several southern is- 
lands, but owing to the promptness with 
which the colonists died v@#lunteers ran out 
and he had great difficulty in selling enough 
town lots to found the city of Raleigh, North 
Carolina. 

Sir Walter led a busy life for fifteen 
years, helping to put the royal kibosh on 
the Spanish Armada and fighting up and 
down the map of the world with great en- 
ergy to the intense disgust of Spain. He 
discovered tobacco and introduced it in Eng- 
land, but was not guilty of rolling cigarettes. 
All would have been well for him if Eliza- 
beth had not died. Her nephew, who took 
over the stock, fixtures and good willof the 
empire, looked coldly on Raleigh and declined 
to fall for the coat game or any other form 
of politeness. He stuck Sir Walter into 
prison where the latter lived for thirteen 
years writing poetry and books and feeling 
for his head each morning nervously as he 
awoke. Finally he was released because of 
some skillful press agent work concerning 
some of the king’s mines in Guina, and burn-

Lively was burned about the face and 
hands. His hair was singed and he 
barely overcame a fainting attack.

Nothing of 
value was saved from the home. One 
hundred dollars in cash, which Wilson 
had hidden in a vase on the mantelpiece 
of a front bedroom was lost, together 
with many other valuables.

The father of the dead child is an em- 
ployee of the Atlanta steel works. He 
was not at home at the time of the 
tragedy. A significant feature of the 
occurrence was its similarity to a re- 
cent fire on Mills street, in which an 
unnamed two-months babe of John Ser- 
mos, a Greek, was burned to death. 

Wilson had no insurance on his prop- 
erty. The loss is estimated at $1,000 
or more.
